struction, repair or enlargement of any canal or other
works by the United States governmeut in the improve-
ment of any barbor, river or stream of water in this
state, the compensation for damages sustained by the

All moneys hereafter derived from li-
censes granted in the several towns, cities and villages
of Monroe county in pursuance of chapter thirty-five
of the revised statutes or any statutes amendatory
thereof, shall, when paid into the treasuries of the sev-
eral towns, cities and villages of said county where such
licenses are granted, be held and disposed of in the
same manner as the general town, city and village
funds are now disposed of by law, any law to the con-
trary notwithstanding.
